W here 
there is no prayer, there Is no wor­ 
ship. 
Religion is the com munion of 
the soul with God and this is ordinar­ 
ily maintained by prayer. 
In days of 
old the tem ple of Jehovah was the 
place for prayer and both these men, 
whatever their excellencies or defects, 
were intent on this. 
They entered tho 
temple' and prayed. 
It is a sad thing 
when this fact was overlooked, but 
the danger for doing so Is very great. 
The tem ple 
itself may have adorn­

W here tuts is wanting all efforts at 
being religious are a farce. 
“No worship,

But 
while prayer has its formal part, that 
has to do w ith one’q attitude, or the 
outward expression, it also has an in­ 
ner substance. 
A prayer may be 
said on the corner of the street or it 
may be so conceived as to bring forth 
no sm all amount of selfrighteousness, 
or it may m ake very inoldlous com ­ 
parisons. 
It may be lost in words for 
want of som ething to say. 
Men have 
preached serm ons in 
prayers, 
and 
have used them for lashing evil doers, 
or flattering the vanity of others and 
com mending their actions. 
It is possl I 
hie through a worldly spirit to lase all 
sacredness of prayer. 
Tho 
proper 
source of communion with God lies 
in the holiness of the Almighty. 
"No sincerity, no blessing. 
We are 
not Informed about the particular sin 
which this publican hat! done who in 
a general way acknow ledges him self 
a sinner, nor is it necessary to demand 
a special em phasis. 
Under the cultur­ 
ing care of heaven m an’s onward pro ! 
gression in holiness is marked from 
I apt ism onw ard to death. 
The in­ 
sect is not im m ediately ready to he- 
com e a chrysalis and when a man ta 
com pletely fullflcdged in holiness, we 
could not seriously think of any step 
I beyond this than the grave
